Washington, September 22.--The pro- 
gram under which the navy and the 
marine corps will secure the men here- 
after needed was announced today by 
Secretary Daniels after conferences 
with representatives of his department, 
the marine corps and the provost mar- 
shal general’s office. 

The navy is to have an average of | 
15,000 men monthly, while the marine 
corps will get 5,000 monthly for four 
months and 1,500 each month. there- 
after. 

Of the navy’s allotment of 15,000 it 
may enlist or enroll men who have 
special qualifications for certain navy 
work, but the remainder will come 
from “the run of the draft,” navy of- 
ficials calling out skilled men to meet 
as far as possible the special needs of 
the service. 

Higher Pay in Navy. 

Men who now hold or may hereaf- 
ter be given deferred classification on 
account of dependency will be permit- 
ted to enlist in the navy, as the high- 
er pay given is expected to do away 
.with the possibility of hardships to 
the dependents. Those who have had 
previous service iA the navy also will 
be permitted to re-enlist. In no case, 
however, not even from the draft, will 
the navy accept men who can not read, 
write and speak the English language, 
nor will it accept men not citizens of 
the United States or conscientious ob- 
jectors. 

Much the same system 
lowed in enlisting men 
navy and marine corps. Naval recruit- 
ing stations will be known as “mobil- 
ization centers,”’ each having a different 
territory to serve, and they will be es- 
tablished at central points. Marine 
corps recruiting offices also will. be 
kept open. 


Amsterdam, September 22. Field 
Marshal von Hindenburg, replying to 
greetings sent to him from a patriotic 
meeting in Juterbor said:

Washington, September —Serbian 
troops, pressing the Bulgarians and 
Germans in central Macedonia, ad- 
vanced more than twenty kilometers 
Friday and are now within four miles!

An official dispatch from Serbian 
general headquarters at Saloniki, re- 
ceived today by the Serbian legation, 
said the Serbians captured sixteen vil- :

Fresh Bulgarian 
and German troops are arriving contin- 
uotisly to reinforce the enemy lines.

“Army of the East: Bulgarian forces 
have been defeated and are being pur- 
sued between the Cerna and the Var- 
dar despite increasing rear guard re- 
sistance. 

“Serbian forces have advanced in the 
region of Cebren.. On the right they 
captured high crests near Porta and 
Czena. Buigarians burned. villages 
which they had abandoned and one com- 
plete’ battery of field pieces fell into 
our hands. Our aviators bombed the 
retreating enemy with machine gun- 
fire. On both sides of the Vardar and

Of the remaining 
works some were most powerfully or- 
ganized, but they were speedily over- 
come by the dash and gallantry of the 
British and Indian troops. 

In one sector an entire Turkish regi- 
ment, with its commanding officer, was 
captured with insignificant loss. With- 
in a few minutes after the offensive 
was launched the Turkish troops were 
streaming eastward in the direction of 
Tulkeran. 

The British air supremacy was so 
complete that not one German machine 
was able to show itself. British avia- 
tors harassed the enemy by a series 
of bombing raids, while camps, troops 
and transports were effectively ma- 
chine-gunned by low-flying airplanes. 


Fugitives Jam Reads. 


The German airdromes at the same 
time were dominated by British ma- 
chines, which dropped bombs on any 


/enemy planes that attempted to rise. 


The airmen also assisted the infantry 
to advance by means of smoke screens 
and night flyers bombed the Turkish 
army headquarters effectively. 

One incident showed the nature of 
the surprise attack made by the Brit- 
ish. A staff car with Turkish offi- 
cers, in turning. & corner in one ‘town, 
met a British armored car, and all the 
Turks were captured. 

The roads converging at Nabulus and 
beyond are jammed with retreating 


easy targets for our airmen, who are 
raiding them with bombs with terrible 
effect and are also machine gunning 
the roads and doing great execution. 
At one spot, where the road has a 
sheer descent, great piles of transport 
are heaped up. 

In the southern sector east of the 
Nabulus road Welsh and Indian troops 
encountered strong opposition Wednes- 
day, but accomplished a remarkable 

erformance, capturing all their ob- 
ectives. The units making the attack 
moved in echelon, passing through one 
another as they reached the assigned 
limits, covering about ten miles of 
most difficult country. The unit of 
negro troops engaged in the operations 
displayed great gallantry and push. 


Magnitnde of Success Grows. 


London, September 22.—(British Wire- 
less Service.)—Further information re- 
ceived concerning the dramatic ad- 
vance of the British army in Palestine, 
begun during the night of September 
19, serves to confirm the completeness 
of the surprise and the magnitude of 
the success, a special correspondent at 
General Allenby’s headquarters writes: 

“The victory is much more important 
than the number of prisoners at pres- 
ent reported indicates, for the Turk has 
had a smashing blow, and is retiring 
into the hills as fast as his weary legs 
will permit. The British are pressing 
him with splendid energy, delivering 
overpowering blows in @évery attempt 
to resist. 

“The situation is most promising. It 
is certain that General Allenby will 
deliver a large portion of Palestine 
from the dominion of the Turks, as 
well as inflict on the enemy a severe 
defeat. 

“Preparations for the battle entailed 
a good deal of marching. The troops 
were always moved by night, and re- 
mained hidden in the orange and olive 
grounds in the daytime. The British 
mastery of the air prevented move- 
ments of largecolumns. Troops of all 
arms were thus concealed skillfully 
in a country where the marching of 
men raises huge columns of dust, and 


'the Turk, too, possessed positions that 


commanded a wide range. But he re- 
mained mystified, which is the finest 
tribute that could be given to the work 
of the British staff. 

“The infantry opened.a way for the 
cavalry to pass through, and then there 
was a wonderful spectacle of long col- 
umns of British yeomany and Aus- 
tralian light horse and picturesque 
Indian cavalry moving over a wide ex- 
panse of country throughout the coastal! 
sector of the plain of Sharon to get to 


the enemy’s rear.” 


TURKISH REPORT 
ON HOLY LAND DRIVE. 

London, September 22.—The follow- 
ing official communication, issued by 
the Turkish war office Friday, was re- 
ceived here today: 

‘ “On the evening of September 12 the 
expected British attac began ona 
wide front east of the Jerusalem-Nabu- 
lus road.

“Fighting with constantly reinforced 
troops continued the night long with 
extreme violence.

That Great Britain and America re- 
alize more than ever before that blood 
is thicker than water, and that the 
mother country, and her daughter 
states feel the bonds of race and ideals 
which bind the two great nations is 
brought out in this article written by 
Major K. B. Ferguson, of the royal ar- 
tillery, who was a member of that army 
of “Contentibles,” which held the Teu- 
tonic hordes in northern France, while 
Joffre won the battle of the Marne.

Mother ef Free Nations. 


I claim a peculiar right to speak of 
England, being the son of Scotch pa- 
rents, born myself and educated on a 
small island in the Indian ocean, called 
Mauritius. It is no Englishman who 
now praises her. But, oh! the magic 
of that little mother of free nations, 
that gave you George Washington, 
that gave their proud spirit to Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand and South Afri- 
ca, and is now giving all she has, her 
men, her treasure, her ships, her food 
—that Belgium and France may rise up 
again and throw back those brutal men 
who want to enslave us all. 

The Navy. 

When she threw herself into the war 
on the evening of August 4, 1914, along- 
side of France, Belgium and Russia, 
she shouldered a three-fold burden, na- 
val, military and industrial.

That is the miracle of 
the British navy, with the splendid as- 
sistance of American ships. Do all! of 
you, our cousins in America, realize 
how much that navy does for your men 
and your country? It stood by you 
once at Manila, and is standing by you 
again now. 


The Army. 


The navy is the first portion of Eng- 
land’s three-fold burden. The army 
is the seocnd, and it is even more won- 
derful, because it has grown out of 
so little. On the outbreak of the war, 
the only army Great Britain had ready 
was a small expeditonary force of 160,- 
000. That army took its stand beside 
those of France and Belgium, and 
fought very gallantly during the re- 
treat from Mons and the famous op- 
erations on the Marne and the Aisne. 
It was almost entirely annihilated, but 
like Cromwell’s Ironsides in. Carlyle’s 
description, it “truly was never beatén 
at all.” The spirit of those men rush- 
ed abroad to the uttermost ends of 
the earth, to Canada, Australia, South 
Africa, New Zealand and India. Men 
flocked home to follow in their foot- 
steps. “The first hundred thousand” 
went out in the spring of 1915, a grand 
body of men, and King George was 
able to announce in May, 1916, that up 
to tha date 5,041,000, all volunteers, had 
joined the fighting forces. Compulsory 
service was introduced in the fall of 
1916, and the army has gone on ine 
creasing: steadily till today it is the 
largest of all the allied armies, and our 
brave little motherland carries the bur- 
den of that immense army in addition 
to the burden of her navy. 


She has been loyally assisted by the 
dominions and India, but that assist- 
ance only proves the wonderful ‘hold 
England has upon her daughter states. 
It is very well exemplified in the case 
of South Africa and India. Only a few 
years have passed since the Boers were 
fighting us i South Africa, and the 
kaiser counte upon a rising among 
them when we became involved in the 
present war. It must have been a bit- 
ter pill for him to see‘ his South and 
Eagt Africa colonies wrested from him 
by South African troops under Boer 
generals, and at this moment our troops 
in Bast Africa, partly British, are led 
by a Boer, Van Deventer. The kaiser 
also counted upon a rising in India. 
The reply of India has been equally 
crushing. Two native princes are serv- 
ing in our forces in person; India has 
contributed 1,500,000 troops, and untold 
volumes of munitions and_ supplies. 
Native chieftains and their subjects 
have come forward with voluntary con- 
tributions, and have vied with one an- 
other in their patriotism. The cam- 
paigns in Egypt and Mesopotamia are 
being fought chiefly with troops from 
India, and they took part in the fight- 
ing in north China when Tsing Tao was 
torn from the kaiser’s grasp. The story 
of India and the dominions will form 
one of the most romantic chapters of 
the history of this war when it comes 
to be written. They have given all 
they have to the cause of freedom and 
have stood beside the motherland with 
a spirit as staunch and as resolute as 
her own. 


An Obstinate People. 


Ambassador Gerard has placed it 
on record that when, during those 
dark days in August, 1914, the kaiser 
heard that Great Britain was taking 
the field ageinst him, he said that was 
-‘a bad business,” because the English 
are an obstinate people. He paid them 
an unwilling compliment, and ever since 
those days his armies have flung them- 
selves with hate and frenzy against the 
British troops. They are said to hate 
the Scotch and Canadians most of all, 
but they get no respite from any. 
Now the American troops are going to 
share with those of Great Britain the 
honor of being the Hun’s most hated 
foes. Whenever I address American 
audiences, I ask them to try to realize 
what this has meant to my brave little 
country, whose population was never 
very much more than half that of 
Germany. During the early stages of 
the great German offensive in the 
5 Sirs this year, the Germans hurled 
127 divisions upon the western front in 
their frenzied effort to break through 
to the sea. Of these 127, 102 were 
thrown at the British army. The Ger- 
man losses were appalling, but so were 
ours; and during March, April and May 
our casualties averaged about 36,000 a 
week. America has now been at war 
nearly a year anda half, and her total 
recorded losses to date are about 
35,000. During the same period in 1914 
and 1915, Great Britain lost 550,000; in 
1916 she lost 650,000; in 1917, 800,000. 
Her losses this year are not yet known, 
but as they amounted to more than 
140,000 in one month, the total will be 
very heavy. Of course these figures 
are not all dead loss. They include 
light casualties. But it is estimated 
that the total of dead already amounts 
to nearly $00,000, and there is much 
more still ahead of us. It gives some 
measure of what the three-fold bur- 
den means. Great Britain has never 
shrunk from it, and will go right 
through to the end; but it is not dif- 
ficult to realize what the assistance of 
America means to her, and how much 
fresh courage and strength she draws 
from the sight of splendid young Amer- 
ican fighters side by side with her 
own in the trenches and on the sea. 


The Industrial Burden. 


It would have been no mean achieve. 
ment to have cleared the seas of Ger- 
man ships and transported the many 
millions of American and British troops 
into France, if Great Britain had done 
nothing else. It would aiso have been 
a great achievement to have raised 
7,500,000 figatng men and put them in 
the field, even if she had done nothing 
elee. But behind the army and the 
navy, Great Britain has mobilized her 
industries and produced guns, muni- 
' tions, supplies and money in volumes 
| so great that it is quite impossible for 
‘a single brain to grasp them all. Her 
heavy artillery, one of the finest things 
‘on the western front, has been 
‘built up in four years out of practi- 
eally nothing. Her air force, which is 
incomparably finer than that of wer- 
many—the boys braver and more re- 
sourceful, the machines better—has 
also grown up out of a small nucleus 
a used to train in the neighborhood 
of Salisbury and Southampton during 
‘the early months of 1914.

MANY GAS SHELLS 

FIRED BY GERMANS. 

With. the American Army on . the 
Lorraine Front, September 22.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—A summary of 
German operations shows that on the 
night of September 15-16 there was 
sent into the American lines 5,000 gas 
shells with almost no serious effect. 
It developed from the character of the 
fire and from an examination of gas 
shells which failed to explode that the 
Germans are using a new type.of gas 
projector. The shell, or cannister, is 
about 24 inches long by 6 inches in 
diameter. The range of the projector 
is some 400 yards greater than those 
previously in use. Two hundred of the 
new shells which fell between the 
advanced post and the front line con- 
tained phosgene gas. The greater pars 
of the gas shells so far used by the 
Germans, however, contained mustard 
gas. 


|BALANCE RESTORED 
BY AMERICANS. 


Paris, September 22.—In a review 
of the’ battles in France during the 
past six months, the Havas agency 
credits to the American troops the re- 
establishment of the balance on the 
western front and points out the entire 
change that has taken place in the 
last two months. 

In the last two months alone, it says, 
“the allies took 185,000 prisoners. The 
enemy losses in men who will never be 
able to return to the ranks are esti- 
mated at 600,000: a void which the 
1920 class will not suffice to fill.”

Washington, September 22.—In- 
creases in the cost of food during the 
past year have been greatly overesti- 
mated by laying too much emphasis on 
special cases, said an announcement to- 
night by the food administration, which 
gave comparative wholesale costs of 
various articles of food for different 
and 1918. The actual 
wholesale cost of all foodstuffs per 
capita during the second quarter of 
1918—April, May and June—was $25.59, 
the statement skid. This was an in- 
crease of 3.5 per cent over the per 
capita cost during the same period the 
year before. 


No differential between the wholesale 


and retail prices was given, the state- [ 


ment dealing ,entirely with wholesale 
costs. A statement tonight by the de- 
partment of labor, however, said that 
investigations made over the country 
by its division of statistics showed that 
retail prices of food increased on an 
average of 2 per cent from July to 
August, and that during the year end- 
ing last August retail prices advanced 
15 per cent. 
Total Wholesale 
The food administration placed the 
total wholesale cost of all foodstuffs 
consumed in the United States during 
the second quarter of the year at 
$2,693,751,871, compared with $2,563,- 
600,903, in the same period of 1917. 
Whilethis is the whole nation’s ex- 
penditure at the wholesale prices and 
thus clearly jndicates the national 


Cost of Foodsteffs. 


trend, the statement said, “it does not 
follow that there are no local varia- 


tions, In those sections where there 
has been great local increases in pop- 
ulation there has been a disturbance of 
distribution, and prices have increased 
to a larger per gent. On the other 
hand, there are corresponding sections 
of the community where actual de- 
creases or no increases have taken 
place. 

“The cost of rent, transportation, 
clothing and other items of living have 
advanced several times as much as the 
aggregate increase in cost of food- 
stuffs. There has been more than 236 
per cent increase in prices paid to the 
farmer, but also a reduction of specula- 
tion and profiteering and wholesale 
prices under food regulation.” 

Comparative Lists ef Costs. 

In its comparative lists of costs, the 

food administration placed the per 


capita cost of breadstuffs during the . 
second quarter of 1918 at $3.32, or 9.3 
per cent greater than during the same 
period in 1917. Meats, the largest item. 
cost per capita, $8.91, or 20.8 per cent 
greater than in 1917. Dairy products, 
which cost per capita $5.88, were 6.3 
per cent greater, and poultry and eggs, 
at $2.49 per capita, cost 16.5 per cent 
more. 

Balancing these, the statement said 
that vegetables per capita cost only 
$1.17 during the quarter, a decrease of 
63.1 per cent, and sugar, at $1.79, de- 
creased 7.4 per cent. <A third decrease 
was shown by the smallest item in the, 
bill of fare, fish, which, at 23 cents per 
capes. was 6.9 per cent below the 1917 
evel.

Nashville, Tenn., September 22.—News 
has just reached here that the Sewanee 
inn, property of the University of tha 
South at Sewanee, Tenn., was totally 
destroyed by fire this afternoon at 
about 4 o’clock. The loss is estimated 
at $25,000. Firemen with the help of 
students of the university and the 
Sewanee Military academy managed to 
save a part of the contents of the 
building and to prevent the spreading 
of the fire to other nearby buildings on 
the campus.

FOR SHORT-LINE ROADS 


Representatives of Limes Ac- 
cept Most of Proposals Made 
by Director McAdoo.

Washington, September 22—Represent- 
atives of short line railroads relinquish- 
ed from federal control, in conference 
with railroad administration officials 
here, have agreed to most government 
proposals for a contract under which 
small roads might return to federal 
management, without guarantees of 
fixed earnings accorded other roads, 
but with the privilege of charging 
higher rates and with a fair division of 
joint rates. 

In the name of the American Short 
Line Railroad association were present- 
ed a number of suggestions for modifi- 
cation which will be considered further 
by the railroad administration before 
conclusion of the form of a contract 
Unless the agreement is completed soon, 
the short line representatives declared, 
many small roads may be forced into 
bankruptcy through the disruption of 
business practices following govérn- 
ment management. . 

The contract proposed by the railroad 
administration provides that a short 
line shall operate as usual under its 
own officers, keep its receipts and be 
responsible for all its obligations. Rates 
might be raised to the new nation- 
wide level without application to the 
interstate commerce commission or rate 
commissions, and joint rates would be 
“divided fairly,” without reduction of 


the proportion received under private 
management. A short line would re- 
ceive an equitable allotment of cars 
and locomotives ordered by the railroad 
administration and would pay the usual 
per diem rentals for cars.

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PICRIC ACID PLANT 
RECEIVING 100 CARS 
OF FREIGHT DAILY 


Brunswick, Ga., September 22.—(Spe- 
clal.)—Some idea of the magnitude of 
the work now going on at’ the big 
picric acid plant in this city may be 
gieamed from the fact that at present 
there is arriving on the site an aver- 
age of one hundred cars of freight 
each day. They come from every séc- 
tion of the country and bring every 
kind of material imaginable. 

Since the arrival in the city last 
week of 1,000 soldiers from Camp Gor- 
don, togeter with many laborers from 
various sections of Georgia and 
Florida, the work has beeen speed- 
ed up. : 

At present several hundred men are 


engaged in building two complete 
towns—one for colored workers and 
another for whites. The settlements 
are about one mile apart, and when 
completed will offer every attraction 
to e workers. There will be about 
600 houses for the colored workers, and 
not quite so many for white people. 
The house for whites, however, ‘will 
be larger. At present the men are 
quartered in bunkhouses. 

The settlements will not only include 

neat and comfortable houses, but there 
will be churches, amusement places, 
moving picture shows, etc., as well as 
schools. A large commissary, where 
every article will be sold at actual 
cost to the employees, is now in 
course of construction. Every other 
advantage will be offered the men who 
are engaged in work on the plant and 
those who will be employed perma- 
nently. 
-It is stated that another thousand 
troops will arrive in the city shortly, 
to join the other soldiers now at work. 
The men who arrived last week all 
seem well satisfied, especially as they 
are receiving from 80 cents up to 60 
cents per hour, instead of $31 per 
month, which was their pay while in 
camp.

Allies Issue Proclamation. 

Archangel, Monday, September 9.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—As a result 
of an attempt to overthrow the Tschai- 
kovsky government the allted diplo- 
matic and military chiefs today assum- 
ed temporary direction and established 
a protectorate in the region in the rear 
of the allied front pending the adjust- 
ment of political disputes. This de- 
cision followed the arrest of M. Tschai- 
kovsky and all but two members of 
his government early Thursday by a 
party of conservative officers headed 
by Colonel Tchaplin, the Russian army 
commander who sought to establish 
& new regime. Mr. Tschaikovsky and 
his ministers were taken on board a 
ship en route to the Solovetsk monas- 
tery from where they were returned 
by order of the allied ambassadors with 
the approval of Consul General Poole. 
Meanwhile, the allied forces, including 
the American troops, are patrolling the 
city, assuring tranquillity and a jusi 
settlement of all disputes. 

Following is the text of the procla- 
mation, which is signed by the Ameri- 
can, French, British and Italian am- 
bassadors and Consul General Poole: 
“To the people of the northern region: 

“The undersigned representatives of 
the allied nations and the commanders- 
in-chief of their forces seeing the con- 
fusion created in the minds of the peo-

“Consequently, subject to our ap- 
proval, the assistant heads of the min- 
istries and chiefs of bureaus will con- 
tinue to perform their duties. We trust 
that all good citizens will co-operate 
in the furthering of this well-meaning 
plan, the necessity for which should ap- 
peal to every patriotic Russian wno 
wants national independence and a re- 
gime of democratic liberty.” 

The allied ambassadors had absolute- 
ly no desire to interfere in internal 
affairs, but they considered that the 
Tchaplin party’s attempt to establish 
themselves by stealth and force to be 
incompatible with the principles for 
which the allies are fighting.

CZECHO-SLOVAK AIMS 
LAID BEFORE WILSON 


Washington, September 22.—Repre- 
sentatives of the Czecho-Slovaks, the 
Jugo-Slavs and the Poles, at confer- 
ences in Washington during the past 
two weeks, have agreed upon a pro- 
gram of aims of the oppressed peo- 
ples in Austro-Hungary which has 
been laid before President Wilson. 
Creation of a new central body of the 
central European groups which will 
protect the interests of all of them 
was forecast in the announcement to- 
day of the result of the conference. 

Participating in the meetings were 
Professor T. E. Masaryk, president of 
the Czecho-Slovak national council, 
which has been recognized by the en- 
tente powers with the supreme body 
of the Czecho-Slovaks; Ignace J. Pad- 
erewsky, of the Polish national com- 
mittee at Paris, and Dr. H. Hinko- 
vich, of the Jugo-Slav council, as well 
as other representatives of the three 
groups. 

President Wilson was assured that 
not only had the oppressed nationali- 
ties within Austro-Hungary severally 
reached agreements for the forward- 
ing of their own nationality aims, but 
also had agreed to uphold the presi- 
dent and the American people In win- 
ning the war. 

The president was told that Ger- 
many, realizing that unity of these

power and aspirations, had set her 
propagandists to work among. the 
Poles in this country in the hope of 
creating a clash with the other two 
groups.

WHO HELD FT. SANDERS 


Knoxville, Tenn., September 22.—A 
notable delegation of New Yorkers, in- 
cluding a number of assemblymen, ar- 
rived here tonight to attend tomorrow 
the unveiling of a monument to the 
Highlanders of the Seventy-ninth regi- 
ment who fell here on November 29, 
1863, in defense of Fort Sanders.

The shaft of Tennessee marble, 
sixteen feet ten inches in height, was 
erected on a city park site donated by 
the city. . , 

Among the speakers at tomorrows 
ceremony will be Colonel Andrew D. 
Baird, Colonel Lewis R. Stegman, chair- 
man of the New York Monument com- 
mission; Alfred J. Gilchrist, New York 
state senator; Captain Robert Armour, 
of the Seventy-ninth; Assemblyman 
Charles E. Donohue and Captain Robert 
Gair, of the Seventy-ninth.

On November 29, 1863, General Long- 
street’ sent nineteen regiments of con- 
federates in an assault on Fort Sanders, 
which was successfully defended by 
only 250 men. under General Burnside, 
including artillery.

Among the first to fall was General 
Sanders. The assaulting column lost 
129 killed, 458 wounded, 226 captured.

GERMAN LOCOMOTIVES 
TAKEN BY AMERICANS 


38 One-Man Gasoline Engines 
Captured in St. Mihiel 
Drive. 


With the American Army on the Lor- 
raine Front, Septemper 22.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The American en- 
gineers’ detachment is now operating a 
complete German narrow-gauge rail- 
road in the St. Mihiel salient, the 
Americans having captured 38 one-man 
gasoline locomotives during the of- 
fensive. 

In Thiaucourt the Americans took 
six of these locomotives, which were 
in running order. Several other en- 
gines had been damaged by the retreat- 
ing Germans, but they had no time to 
injure the others. The Americans soon 
had the damaged engines in operation. 

The equipment includes many miles 
of tracks, with great stacks of unlaid 
rails and steel ties. All along the 
front these one-man engines are dart- 
ing here and there on tracks laid by 
the Germans, and also upon new track- 
age set up by the Americans, which 
connects with the various German sys- 
tems. 


Hundreds of small flat cars also were 
captured, and the Americans are using 
gasoline which they found in the Ger- 
man supply station. The Americans 
had little difficulty in solving the 
mechanism of the German engines, and 
they were ready for operation when 


the shell-town tracks were repaired. 
Narrow gauge flat cars, which came 
from the United States, also are being 
used over the German rails. They 
are twice as long as the German cars 
and bear on the side “U. 8S. A.” in big 
white letters. 


IN BUILDING SHIPS 
PACIFIC COAST LEADS

more than 1,000,000 tons of shipping 
actually delivered to the shipping 
board, the Pacific coast district .con- 
tinues far in the lead of the other 
shipbuilding districts of the country.

10 WORK WASTE ACRES. 


A rough estimate by the interior depart- 
ment places the number of acres of land in 
the United States that is now producing 
nothing on account either of too much or of 
too little water upon it, but reclamation of 
which is feasible, at approximately 300,- 
000,000. 

That is, in round numbers, three acres 
per capita for every man, woman and child 
in the country. 

Millions of acres of this vast area are of 
arid lands in the west; other millions, of 
swamp lands in the south. 

There is some swamp land in the west 
embraced in the estimate, but most of the 
western waste land is unproductive, because 
of arid or semi-arid conditions; whereas, 
practically all of the southern waste land is 
so because of an excess of water. 

In Georgia, for example, we have thou- 
sands upon thousands of acres of potentially 
as productive and valuable farm land as is 
to be found anywhere; and there is hardly 
a square rod of it that could not be drained 
and put under cultivation. 


Interest in the waste areas of the coun- 
try, east, west, north and south, has b 
more or less generally aroused by anti¢ipa- 
tion of the occupational and home needs of 
the soldiers who are to return from the war 
—many of whom, history teaches, who for- 
merly were urbanites, beside those who 


were recruited from the rural! districts, will |

have a desire to take up agriculture or stock- | 


raising as a future means of livelihood. 

With rare and commendable foresight, 
Secretary Lane has mapped out a general 
comprehensive plan—the details of which are 
now in course of preparation—whereby our 
desert expanses may be reclaimed by irriga- 
tion and our marshy and swamp areas by 
drainage, and made not only available, but 
attractive, to the returning soldiers who 
may desire to own, live upon and improve 
them. 

His plan has been placed before the 
president, and now, with the president’s 
approval, it is awaiting favorable action by 
congress. Money is needed, of course, to 
carry the scheme through, and that cannot 
be had without congressicnal sanction. 

Such a tremendous undertaking will of 
necessity require considerable timein getting 
actually under way. Since no man can 
foretell how soon the boys may complete 
their job overseas and begin the homeward 
march, and since the whole nation and every 
section of the country stands to reap such 
immeasurable benefit from it, let us hope 
that the measures, whatever they may be, 
that are needed to make this great plan a 
success will be forthcoming ungrudgingly 
and without a day of unnecessary delay.

THAT DOGGED ASTHMA. 

This is a letter from a New York bank 
cashier, yet it seems genuine enough: 

“One summer we locked up our apart- 
ment and went to the country to board. 
Several dogs had the run of the house, With- 
in a few days my wife developed an acute 
asthmatic condition that necessitated bring- 
ing her back home to our doctor. She soon 
recovered, and the doctor could see no reason 
why we should give up our outing, so we 
returned to the country place. In a few 
days the asthma recurred so severly that we 
had to assist her to her room and keep 4 
fan going to give her air. Again we car- 
ried her home and this time she was in bed a 
month. Later when she was able we went 
to a summer resort, where she rapidly re- 
covered. All this time no one even thought 
of dogs as having anything to do with the 
trouble. 

“Some months later we built our own 
home near the ocean and my wife continued 
to thrive, though she occasionally relapsed. 
On one such occasion her sister wondered 
whether a dog had anything to do with the 
relapses, for it was noticed that they gen- 
erally occurred after a dear friend visited 
her and brought along her dog. We recalled 
that an attack the summer before had fol- 
lowed a visit to a place where they kept 
a dog. We now found that when we called 
at a neighbor’s where a dog was kept that 
my wife began to have difficult breathing 
at once. But we were still uncertain until 
one day when she was in excellent health we 
took a motor trip out and stopped at a road 
house for dinner. During the meal my wife 
had a moderate attack, and a friend re- 
marked that “if I did not know better Id 
say there must be a dog somewhere near.” 
But there was apparently no dog—until some 
people at a nearby table got up to leave, and 
their dog came out from under the table. 

“From our experience now of mone thar 
ten years we are absolutely certain that the 
presence of a dog will bring on these at- 
tacks.” 

Such cases are quite frequent. Other iIn- 
dividuals are “sensitized” (have an idiosyn- 
crasy to) cats, or to horses, or to chickens 
or their feathers, or to parrots, or to rats, 
or to canaries. 

We are speaking now of true “spasmodic” 
or bronchial asthma, seizures of which comée 
at irregular intervals, without apparen’ 
cause, last hours or days, and when they 
clear up leave no chest symptoms of any 
kind. ‘Examination of the patient between 
seizures would give the doctor no clue t 
the fact that the patient has asthma, though 
of course one with asthma may also hav« 
various other chest troubles the same as 
anyone else. All that wheezes or stuffs ur 
is by no means asthma; many victims o* 
heart muscle weakness, or of Bright's dis- 
ease, or of chronic bronchitis, or of emphy- 
sema (loss of elastic tissue in lungs and con- 
sequent permanent ballooning of air-spaces), 
suffer more or less constant difficulty o7” 
breathing, shortness of breath or breath- 
legsness. 

Probably in every case of true spasmodi« 
asthma, in child or adult, the cause is soms< 
foreign protein substance to which the in- 
dividual ig sensitized, just as certain peopl 
are sensitized to lobster, let us say, ance 
suffer either hives or itching skin rednes: 
(erythema) or asthmatic trouble when they 
eat it.

ANSWER—The description suggests a cyst 
of the duct of one of the salivary glands— 
called ranula. Usually such a cyst must b: 
opened, the fluid drained, and the opening 
maintained for a few days by a suitabl: 
drain—ail of which is painlessly done under 
local anesthesia.

GREGORY RASPUTI 


Dr. De Lazevert Wants to 
Tell His Story to President 
Wilson. 


An Atlantic Port, September 22.— 
Claiming to be one of five men who shot 
and killed Gregory Rasputin, the Rus- 
sian monk and “power behind the Rus- 
sian throne,” Dr. Stanislaus De Laze- 
vert, formerly a colonel in the Russian 
army, arrived here tonight on a Brit- 
ish liner. Dr. De Lazevert said the 
other four assailants, all of whom are 
now dead, were Grand Duke Dimitri 
Pavlokswi; another grand duké whom 
he declined to name; M. Touchotone, 


captain of the guard, and M. Pouri- 
schkcoatch. 

Dr. De Lazevert, who said he came to 
America to see President Wilson in 
connection with the Serbian situation, 
declared he had not been permitted to 
tell his story in the past, but added 
that he would tell it fully after his 


visit to Washington. 
According to his statement, the 


monk, concerning whose slaying many 
we have been told, was_ki led by 
the five men from Dr. De Lazevert’s 
automobile. The shooting took — 
just outside the ana of Grand Duke 
Pavlowski e said. 

After the assassination, Dr. De Laze- 
vert added, a price was put upon his 
head and he and his wife fled Russia, 
leaving behind with relatives their 
three-months-old baby boy. 

The assassiation of Rasputin, who 
was declared to have exercised a reat 
influence on the late Emperor Nic olas 
through the empress, Alexandra Alix, 
was first reported itn July, 1914. At 
that time it was said that a woman had 
stabbed him. A number of stories were 
circulated later as to the manner of 
the monk’e death, in which the names 
of a number of aristocrats were in- ° 
volved.

Deadly Work Done 


‘By the Artillery 
AtChateau Thierry 


Lieutenant Carl E. Cordes 
Tells How Americans 


Have Won Commenda- 
tions of Our Allies “Over 
There.” 


Boys of 23, veterans! That’s what 
they are calling themselves now, and we 
homefolks will have to begin to think 
of them as the men they will be when 
they come home, 

Eighteen days on the Marne took the 
youth out of Lieutenant Carl F. Cordes, 
according to his own testimony. But 
listen to his letter: “On the south bank 
of the Marne, 6 to 8 kilometers east of 
Chateau-Thierry, when the Boche start- 
ed his drive on July 14, we were right 
across the river from them. and were 


| directly in their path. Well, they came 
over, and we sent ’em back, in spite of 
their hellish barrage. Then, after driv- 
ing them back, we went over after 
them and drove them back for eighteen 
days, t-king over thirty kilometers in 
depth from them. 


“First we took the towns across the 
river, and then we pushed on to thé 
Oureg river; then across it and to the 
Vesle river, where we were so exhaust- 
ed that we were relieved. But the 
first divisions are going at them just 
as hard as we did, so pretty soon we'll 
be on the Aisne river, and will have 
the Germans back on their 1915 line. As 
it is, we have taken back from them 
the country which cost them a million 
to hold. How !s that for a bunch: of 
‘civillan’ soldiers? The Kaiser can’t 
Sneer at us now. 

“I know every trench, dugout, dan- 
gerous and safe place in those twenty 
square kilometers around Chateau- 
Thierry, Fismes, Laon, etc. Folks, you 
don’t know what hell {sy until you have 
seen those places: net's single house, 
or woods that were not shelled level. 
Towns, bigger than Decatur, absolutely 
leveled and blotted out. I wouldn't 
swap places with anyone, now that I 
have been through it: but I hope I will 
never have to go through such an ex- 


perience again. I am grayhaired and 
wrinkled, and the last semblance of 


my precious youth has left me. I tell 
you those long, long nights of watch- 
ing and again of firhting are enough 
to make a man out of anyone. Those 
who are coming won't have it as hard 
as we did, for the crisis is over now. 
Lieutenant Cordes is the son of Mrs. 
H. S. Cordes, of Decatur, Ga. He was 
a graduate of the second officers’ train-

Why Appeal Is Made. 
“IT am trying to impress upon the| 
mind of Georgia the fact that this is 
ndt an ordinary ‘boast,’ but is rather 
a direct and urgent appeal with a very 
great reason behind it, and that it 
may be so read and accepted, the pub- 
lic is going to be taken into the con- 
fidence of the food administration. This |, 
is the reason: 
“We are safely through the first year 
of our work, and have successfully dis- 
charged the primary duties of the food 
administration in sustaining the allies 
and insuring sufficient supplies for our 
home population, It is of the utmost 
importance now that the flow of food 
products to Europe continue without 
interruption. The demand upon us is a 
constantly increasing one. Our armies 
are opening up a larger territory which 
becomes dependent upon us for life, 
and as their measure of success con- 
tinues that territorial dependence be- 
comes greater, and will continue to 
enlarge until the war ig over. The 
demands for the armies abroad are 
heavier, and will become more 80 as 
our own army increases. These are 
the expected elements of war from the 
standpoint of food and supplies. They 
are the things we want to meet, and 
meet successfully in the time to come, 
as we have done in the past. In the 
measure of success with which we do 
meet them, so shall the prospects of an 
early victory be measured. 


Problem, Therefore, Grows. 


“These are the reasons why the fall 
and winter of 1918, and the spring and 
summer of 1919 confront us, as pro- 
ducers, with the greatest task since the 
war started. 

“As the problem during the coming 
year is to obtain a sufficient supply 
of all staple foods, as well as to effect 
a saving in particular lines, the great- 
est possible production from food crops 
is of more importance to the American 
cause than it was last year. It isn’t 
hard to realize the truth of that ,if we, 
as producers, with our part of the war 
burden in mind, fix our eyes on the 
constantly changing area on the war 
map, and appreciate the enormous con- 
sumption of foodstuffs it requires to 
maintain that which is changing this 
area. 

“In the southern states particularly— 
and to us that means in Georgia, first—

portance of a greater yield of wheat. 


,In that the state of Georgia was called 


upon to play its part, that being in 
the effort to produce her own flour. 


| to this appeal for an incr€éased wheat 
| acreage, 


the Georgia farmer—in fact, 
the farmer of the south, as a whole— 
Was not always in position to respond, 
but it was true of this state that the 
response, as has always been the case 
when an appeal has been made by the 
government, was a liberal one. The 
yield of wheat was increased consid- 
erably over that of the preceding year, 
and thousands and thousands of bis- 
cuits and loaves of bread which have 
gone on Georgia tables this year were 
made from the wheat ‘grown on the 
place.’ The United States government 
now appeals to the Georgia farmer*to 
redouble his efforts at this time, and 
do as much more with the next crop as 
he possibly can. Your state govern- 
ment through its agricultural depart- 
ment, has persistently and consistently 
urged it, and is doing so at this time. 
It is not only a war necessity, but a 
wise policy of individual independence. 
‘ For Home and Soldiers. 

“We now urgently need the farmer 
to realize that, if he can and will in- 
crease his production of corn and meat 
and, where it is possible, grow enough 
wheat for his own consumption, as 
well as attend to the production of his 
cotton, he will not only be increasing 
our national supply of food, but will 
be rendering his state, and to that ex- 
tent the south, self-sustaining in food- 


stuffs. He will be feeding his own 
family and hands and contributing to 
the feeding of the locality in which 
he lives. He will have enormously re- 
lieved our transportation burden s0 
that that portion of the products of 
the northern farmer heretofore moved 
to and absorbed by this community 
can go to export for our own army 
and the armies of our allies. 

“In the south the railway systems 
are overtaxed in handling our army 
and our war materials, and the trans- 
portation of foodstuffs and cotton to 
the consuming centers and to the al- 
lies has become one of the most dif- 
ficult problems the national govern- 
ment has to contend with. It is, in- 
deed, a very serious matter. 

“T realize keenly that, with the de- 
crease in labor, due to the draft for 
industrial and war purposes, the farm- 
er is greatly. handicapped. Yet, if we 
will all but realize it, a little extra 
effort, a little added endeavor on the 
part of every one of us, men and 
women, is a service and a sacrifice far 
less than we are asking from those 
boys we have sent to the treaches on 
the battle fronts. It is but human the 
predisposition at a time when money 
is flowing more freely than ‘t ever has 
before in our lives and our competence 


has reached that stage which makes 
us feel we can afford to ‘take things 
easy’ that the inclination should as- 
sert itself to do so. And still, not a 
man or woman of us would let the 
pause reach hesitancy in asserting that 
‘we are none too good to work for our 
soldiers.’ 

“There is no honest 


endeavor .¢to 


which we can turn a hand that any one 
of us is unwilling to undertake when 
we know it means accomplishment for 
humanity and our country. Therefore, 
in the face of the necessity, which has 
brought a decrease in our agricultural 
labor the best of us must take up our 
individual burdens and replace it our- 
selves wherever and whenever we can. 
Women of Georgia, the truest red blood 
of the country, have volunteered and 
gone into the peach orchards, the po- 
tato patches and the cétton fields. 
They are driving farm wagons and 
tractors. They are harvesting crops to 
prevent a waste that would be a jeop- 
ardy to our government and to us. 
They are not doing these things 
grudgingly; they are in it voluntarily 
and because love of country has made 
them want to ‘play their part.’ Can 
any one of us hesitate and contribute 
less than the mothers, wives and 
daughters of Georgia are contributing? 
Country Calls You. 
“Gentlemen of Georgia: This is your 
country’s call. You who are farmers, 
it says to you: Plant; plant every 
available acre; plant for your wives 
and your children, for your table, as 
well as for your ‘money crop.’ Grow 
hog, hominy and biscuit as you have 
never grown tliem before. They are 
to make your independence and to lib- 
erate humanity from a yoke abroad. 
“To you of the cities and towns and 
villages it says: Cultivate gardens in 
your spare time. For the reasons out- 
lined above, do the coming season more 
than you have done before, however 


-much that may have been; put every 


foot of available productive land in 


cultivation. Resolve to make your 
family unit as nearly independent and 
self-supporting as you can. 

“To all of you the nations says: ‘Do 


it yourself; don’t try to find somebody 
else to do it for you.’ 

“When these things are entered into 
by the individual with that ‘war spfrit’ 
which Georgia already has shown to 
the world, we will have materially 
contributed to the solution of the labor 
problem; we will have added by in- 
crease to our production. We will 
have ‘done our part’ to solve America’s 
war problem. 

“This is a matter to which one can- 
not attach too much, importance; it 
makes no difference how seriously he 
may take it.” 


The foregoing presentation of condi- 
tions by Dr. Andrew M. Soule, federal 
food administrator for Georgia, was 
the subject of extended discussion in 
Washington between Dr. Soule and the 
United States food administration au- 
thorities. It attracted wide attention, 
So forcibly has it impressed that Her- 
bert Hoover, the man who probably is 
better and more intimately posted on 
world food condition? than any indi- 
vidual of today, has felt called ypon 
to send a special message to this state, 
in which he “adds his note by way of 
extra emphasis,” and gives -xpression 
that— 


“IT hope there will be a good response 
in Georgia.” 

Tt is Mr. Hoover's personal and offi- 
cial message that appears at the top 
of this page.

WIDE FLUCTUATIONS

New Orleans, La., September 22.—

to 297 points from the high levels on 
the fear of government control.. Last 
prices showed net losses for the week 
of 170 to 188 points. 

The weekly weather report from the 
department of agriculture was unfa- 
vorable and it was considered that the 
wet and abnormally cold weather at 
the end of the week was damaging to 
the crop. Crop news, however, had 
little influence, the market being al- 
most wholly absorbed from the middle 
of the week on reports from Wash- 
ington relating fo price-fixing. Lowest 
levels were reached following dis- 
patches claiming that the administra- 
tion was determined to fix the price 
and assume control distribution of the 
staple. 

This week the market must be al- 
most altogether under the influence 
of developments in Washington. Local 
traders are hopeful that their argu-

than $70,900,000. This is disclosed by

Expenditures to last July 1 totaled 
$36,613,682, of which more than $21,- 
000,000 was apportioned for relief 
work among refugees, reclaiming de- 
vastated areas, the fight against tu- 
berculosis, operating expenses and oth- 
er expenses that have to do with the 
civilian population. The demands for 
the six months from July 1 for the 
same purpuses are placed at $34,500,- 
00. 


For the care of children in France 
up to July 1, $1,149,000 was expended 
and for the current six months the ap- 
propriation is $2,775,000. For caring 
for refugees $6,212,000 has been set 
aside and more than $1,000,000 has 
been allotted for the rehabilitation of 
villages.

They drove 
in great strength down the trenches, 
but the British bombed them back 


slowly. 

Four hundred prisoners had been 
taken by the British during Saturday 
morning and half of these were re- 
leased by the counter assault. The 
British retired about half way to their 
original positions west of Epehy and 
Ronssoy, maintaining a maximum ad- 
vance of nearly a mile at some places, 
and siubbornly held their ground for 
the remainder of the day. 

Determined trench fighting continued 
without intermission throughout Sat- 
urday afternoon and night. The Ger- 
man artillery east of the canal, which 
had been further reinforced, laid down 
a heavy bombardment on the entire 
front. At 6 o’clock Saturday evening 
the Germans counter attacked again 
and won a few additional trenches 
south of Villers Guielain, which they 
had lost in the morning. 

At midnight the Londoners and Eng- 
lish county units delivered a fresh at- 
tack west of Vendhuile and captured 
these trenches with the Little Priel 
farm in the Hindenburg outpost line 
and advanced close to that line as far 
south as the junction with the Aus- 
tralians near Hargicourt. sh 

The British positions was further 
improved Sunday morning.

One of 
the largest of these training centers 
is at Hog Island shipyard near Phila- 
delphia. At present about 1,200 green 
men from all sections of the United 
States are striving to acquire the fun- 
damentals of a specialized trade in 


Shipbuilding. The trades taken up at 
the school include riveting, chipping 


and caulking, drilling, reaming, ship- | 


carpentering, erecting and the prelim- 
inaries of shipfitting and pipe-fitting. 


It depends entirely on the individual | 


intelligence and application of the stu- 
dent how long it takes him to pick up 
the trade he has selected. Usually it 
requires from two to four 
a student to prepare himself, although 
some grasp the fundamentals in a much 
quicker time, After serving an appren- 
ticeship of ten days to two weeks in 
the training school, the student is turn- 
ed over to production foremen and put 
to work on the ways in the shipyard. 
During the period of training, the stu- 
dent earns from fifty to sixty-five cents 
per hour. When they go into the ship- 
yard for actual productive work § the 
amount they can earn depends on their 
individual ability. 

The education and training section 
still is accepting students for 
training and is offering opportunity 
to men in all occupations to serve the 
country by joining the necessary work 
of turning out ships.
